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PREFACE. 

Years ago the first school book placed in a child^s hands was the 
speller. He learned the alphabet, and then was required to spell page after 
page of words, most of which had for him little meaning. The teacher 
relied on drill rather than awakened interest. 

As modern methods of teaching reading were adopted the speller lost 
its prominence, and soon its use was generally abandoned, with the idea 
that children would learn to spell from their readers and from written 
exercises. To this plan a fair trial was given. For years, in many of the 
best schools, no spelling book was used. But it was found that children 
taught in this way were deficient not only in spelling but in ability to 
recognize at sight and to pronounce the new words which they met in 
their reading. 

Evidently it was the abuse of the spelling book and not its use that 
was objectionable. Special drill and a separate text-book in spelling were 
conceded to be necessary, but it was thought best to restrict the drill to 
words which were within the child's vocabulary and with which, there- 
fore, he was familiar. Several text-books were prepared on this plan, and 
their use in the schools resulted in improved spelling. 

The study of these words, however, still left the pupil deficient in the 
power to call new words at sight. To remedy this grave defect, several 
series of phonic readers were devised. But in order to secure the neces- 
sary phonic drill these readers tend to sacrifice the sense to the sound. 
The truth is that the speller, rather than the reader, should provide this 
phonic drill. 

About ten years ago an effort was made by the author of this book to 
find what words pupils in primary grades are expected to learn, and at the 
same time to arrange these words so as to afford a phonic drill sufficient to 
teach the pupil the phonic force of letters, and thus enable him to call 
new words readily. 

Lists of words were made from seventeen sets of standard school

readers, it being assumed that these words are within the child^s vocab- 
ulary. The lists were introduced into the primary schools of Pittsfield, 
Mass., for drill in the first, second, and third grades, and have been used 
there for the past eight years. The results have been so satisfactory that 
these lists, improved and corrected from experience in the schoolroom, 
are now offered to the public in the series of spellers of which this is 
the first. 

On a part of the page, words are presented as individuals without 
reference to their phonic relations to other words. A large number of 
these words are illustrated, to add to the interest and to assist in impress- 
ing them upon the memory of the child. About 2,300 words are pre- 
sented in these lists. 

On another part of the page* the words are arranged in columns 
according to phonic laws, under the heading "Word Building.^^ These 
lists familiarize the child with the phonic laws of our language and give 
him the power to call new words at sight. In this way most of the 2,300 
words appear a second or a third time in the book. 

A distinct advantage of this arrangement is that it provides ample and 
continued reviews, while it avoids the monotony and concentration of diffi- 
culties which characterize formal reviews occurring at intervals of ten or 
fifteen pages throughout a book. To illustrate : on page 56 is the word 
maple under the phonic element pie; on page 66 it appears under the 
illustration ; and on page 71 it occurs again under the element ma. The 
word squirrel appears first in the list of individual words on page 23 ; 
next, under the phonic element el, on page 44, in the word-building list ; 
and again in the word-building list under the element squ, on page 87. 

No space has been taken in this book for dictation exercises, blanks 
to be filled, or other devices for written spelling. But there is ample 
opportunity for dictation. The words presented as individuals are more 
or less closely related. See, for instance, page 18, showing a night scene, 
with the words shy, stars, moon, shine, bright ; or page 39, where the 
interest centers upon washday, and the words apron, washtub, soap, wrings 
hang, and clothesline are given. 

The illustrations are suggestive. Teachers will have no difficulty in 
arranging dictations embracing the words given. The more such exer- 



cises are suggested by the particular work and surroundings of the schools 
in which they are used, the more attractive and useful they will be. The 
sentences thus arranged can be given to the children as an exercise in 
written spelling, which is of first importance. It is also strongly urged 
that the children be led to use the words in sentences of their own. With 
the help of the pictures they will have little difficulty in making such 
sentences. 

Where the same word has several different meanings, these have been 
brought out and impressed by pictorial definitions which will prove inter- 
esting as well as instructive. Examples of this are hark, page 44, scales, 
page 82, and trunk, page 88. 

The book provides various means of awakening interest and making 
the children familiar with the forms of words. Some of these are found 
on pages 48, 55, 65, 70, 75, 80, etc. The ingenious teacher will devise 
others, such as requiring the children to write lists of words containing 
one syllable, lists containing two syllables, lists of words beginning with a 
certain letter, ending with a certain letter, or containing some given 
combination. 

Interest in the forms and meanings of words and habits of accuracy 
will secure good results in spelling. If the teacher knows how to awaken 
such an interest and cultivate such habits, her pupils will find no study 
more delightful.
